admiitstration may prove, in the light 
of history the means by which he gain- 
ed power will be a disgrace to himself, 
hii itate, and the nation.—Bloomington 
Leader.

to tha fifth edition of his work. "Eng- 
land's Policy ia tlie East,'' which b 
|ust published, twci interesting tables. 
The first gives the population, trade, 
financial, military and naval resources 
of each Power concerned in the Kas- 
tern question. The second presents at 
a glance the religicius creeds and num 
bers of each of tho nationalities in the 
Turkish Empire. 
Besides the millions 


of inhabitants in Russia (86,586,000), 
Turkey (28 500 OOG), Austria-Hunga- 
ry (35,1)04,435), etc., 
Montenegro 


looks strangely insignificant with 
population of 190 000, about equal in 
number to a third-rate English town 
The revenue of this little State is pul 
at £5,000, and its fighting capacity at 
26,000 men, which is equivalent to 
saying that all Montenegrins of full age 
are laldierg, Tbe Russian debt U re- 
turned at £301,000,000, the Turkish 
at £200,000,000. The total Russian 
army is 1,789,571 men, the Turkish 
629,736, the Uerman 1,248,834, the 
Frenoh 1,118,525, the Austrian 964,- 
028, the Italian 871,871, tha English 
655,808. But of oar force only 183, 
342 are regulars, fund of these 62,849 
are in India and 21,17? in the colo 
nies. 
In the other armies the propor- 


tion is about active and half reserve 
forces, but Turkey has, like England 
a disproportionate: number of irregular 
and local troops out of her total force 
—namely, 475,300 irregulars and 154, 
376 regulars. Ia number of iron-clads 
France comes first with 63. It cannot 
be doubted, however, that the real pre- 
ponderance id with England, which has 
61, in addition to 449 other vessels o: 
war. 
In the latter olass, again, France 


surprises us with 3CG ; Russia baa 124 
Turkey has 21 iron-clads and Russia 
31, and here again the figures fail to 
indicate where the true advantage lies 
Italy has seventeen iron-clads and Aus 
tria twelve. 
Germany possesses eight 


and next comes Greece with one. Spain 
is excluded from these tables. It apt 
pears from Baron de Worms' seoonc 
table that in the whole Ottoman Em- 
pire, including now

States, therejare 13,000,000 Turks, 1 
500,000 Arabs, 600,000 Turcomans 
Tartar and Gipsies, 5,123,000 Ron 
mans, 2,000,000, 3,027,068 Servian! 
and 4,800,000 Bulgarians; that 500,. 
000 of the Servians and 800,000 o: 
tho Bulgarians profess the Mahometan 
religion. There are 450,000 Servian 
Roman Catholics, and 100,000 Alban 
lans ol the same faith.

utaries, the total population of Turkey 
is 52,096,068, but 10,700,000

bians, 5,000,000 Egyptians, as well as 
Serviaas, etc , go to make up this rath 
er deceptive total.

A natural curiosity of an ertraordi- 


nary character is to be seen at tha Min- 
ing Registrar's office, Sandhurst.

is placed on the mantelpiece, aud th< 
visitor on entering the room and look- 
ing in that direction sees a small but 
very pretty and cleverly executed land 
scape painting some six inches square 
The foreground represents a grass plot 
in tbe center of which are two smal 
ponds, out ot one of which tbe water 
flows in a small stream toward a patch 
of rock?.

side of wbich is a row of tall poplar 
trees.

THE EASTERN WAR PREPARA- 


TIONS. 


Boston Journal. 


A correspondent who has been look 


ing into the war preparations made by 
Russia, and which have been pushed on 
without the least regard to peace nego- 
tiations, guarantee the accuracy of the 
following statis '23. viz: 
The fortifi- 


cation of Odessa, of Roulikoff, and at 
the Mole, and the establishment of four 
batteries in the port, have cost, with 
their armament, 15,000,000 roubles 
(S12 640,000); 21,000,000 have been 
spent upon the works between Odessa 
and Akermann ; at Kertsch and Nikol- 
liew, 30,000,000 ; in the laying down 
of torpedoes, 9,000,000 ; total for the 
defense of the Black Sea 76,000,000 
roubles, or 850,000,000. The South- 
ern amy, including available reinforce 
meats, numbers 300,000 men, asd it is 
not improbable that 50,000 more may 
be added by the time hostilities break 
out. This force is independent of re- 
serves and recruits getting ready in 
various parts of the Empire. 


OQ the other sida of the Turkish 


border there is equal vigor of prepara- 
tion, with ,reiult8 proportioned to the 
resources of the Porte. At what may 
be called the front, that is to say in 
Silistria, Hirsova, Talthoss, Kustendje 
Sohoumla and Varna, 110,000 men are 
concentrated. Along the Danube at 
Rooatehuk, Piewna, Nikopolis, Schis 
towa, Terravoa and Orabowa there are 
50,000 more; and at Widdin, Pom 
Palanka and Rkbowa, 35,000, giving 
for (his line an effective force of 195, 
000 troops of all arms. A second 
line, behind the Balkans, is to be com 
posed of 200,000 men, whose organiza- 
tion H going forward rapidly; while 
there is to be a third line surrounding 
the defensive region of Constantinople 
The second and third lists of reserves 
have been called out, and arms and am- 
munition are pouring into tho countr 
at a rate mysterious to those who have 
thought they had a good understanding 
of Turkish finances.

I called upoa Mr. Lincoln toon after 


he was first installed in the Whiti 
House. In the room where Mr. Lin- 
coln granted interviews, etc , were ier- 
iral persons who were waiting their 
turn to speak with him. I listened to 
the requests of several men and wo 
men, and I saw that very few were 
granted what they solicited. I had a 
seat at or near one cud of a long table 
Mr. Lincoln sat at the other end. Soon 
after I was seated, in walked several 
officers ^of the Spanish navy to pay 
their compliments to Mr Lincoln. By 
some means they were directed towarc 
my end of the table, and I saw they 
took me for tho President. 
Mr. Lin- 


coln eaw tho same thiug, and hastily 
signaled mo to "go ahead," as ha ex 
pressed it, and receive them. I rose 
shook hands with each officer, and ex 
changed a few words with them, which 
would have been, I suppose, appropri- 
ate bad I indeed been President. 
The 


moment their backs were turned 
looked toward Mr. Lincoln. He was 
shaking with laughter. I thought now 
I had paved tho way to win the posi 
tion I had come to ask. I made up my 
mind to Address the President in 
new way, and thus add to the hold 
abcady had upon him. So when my 
time came, I stepped up to Mr. Lin- 
coln and said : 


"Sir, 1 have seen tho annoyance to 


which you are subjected by so many 
Bad oft-repeated requests for innumer- 
able positions, etc. Now, if you will 
permit me to shake hands, I will try 
and smother my desire fora certain po- 
sition which I had come to ask from 
you." 


Mr. L. jumped up, and. grasping my 


hand, said: 


"Sir, you are one man in a thou 


sand. I am doubly indebted to you. 
You have been tbe means of convey- 
ing to those Spanish officers that the 
President of the United States is a 
very handsome man, and then you do 
not even ask an office. 
But," he add 


ed, "hurry home. You may repent." 


It is sufficient to add that I hurried. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—The Tribune 


says that James M. Sweeney, brother of 
Peter B. Sweeney, in whose name were 
made all the deposits of Woodward, 
Watson and Garvey, amounting to over 
$500,000, for the benefit of tbe Sweeney 
branch of the ring, went abroad in 1871. 
Peter B Sweeney soon after judiciously 
followed, lie carried with him an im- 
mense amount of treasure, the exact 
sum is not yet known.

The Packard Legislature 


Decline tbe Compromise. 


WARMOTH 0\ HIS DIGNITY. 


How Tweed's Squeal Wakes Up 


the Crooked. 


ALXIS CALLS ON HAYES. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 18. — Both 


houses of the Packard legislature met 
in joint caucus at 11 o'clock. There 
were 83 members present, including 
Washington and Brooks, two colored 
members recently acting with the Nich- 
olls house. 


Gen. McMillan, on the part of the 


executive committee, laid before the 
caucus an official copy of the resolu- 
tions passed by the Nicholls house, ant 
which were received by him from the 
commission. 
He called attention to 


tbe long struggle the members had un- 
dergone ia their efforts to maintain the 
legal state government ; said he de 
plored the necessity for admitting thai 
their efforts had failed, and regrettec 
that their calls for aid to the president 
had been silently ignored. 


The assurances of the members o: 


the commission, that the 
president 


would not rec .guizs either government 
and 
would certainly withdraw the 


troops, brought them faoe to face with 
the inevitable. Without the suppon 
of the general government their case 
was hopeless. Under these c rcumstan- 
oes what did the policy demand 1 Clear- 
ly to look the inevitable in the faoe and 
make tbe most they could out of the 
situation for those whose representa- 
tives they were, and in tha interest of 
those who have sacrificed so much to 
aid in the struggle. 


Mr. W II Diakgrave, of Madison, 


was one of the members uent for by the 
commission, and ho would re pott as ac- 
curately as he could remember what 
took place at that interview. Tho com- 
mission stated that they had been here 
now about two weeks, trying to see ii 
some plan of adjustment could not be 
adopted. "But after two weeks' labor, 
we have come to the conclusion, not as 
a commission, but as individuals, that 
the terms offered iu the proposition 
which has beea handed by one of us to 
the chairman of your committee, are 
the best we can get for you, and for 
the sake of the republican party, and 
for the peace of the state, it is best we 
should accept them." This was endors 
by all the members present except Mr. 
McVeigh. I for one, was surprised and 
indignant at the proposition made to 
as to thus sacrifice duty, principle, and 
honor. I said to Gen. Ilarlan, 'Do you 
speak as the commission t' 
He said, 


'1 do 
not.' Then I said, 'I 
deny 


you the right as a citizen of Kentucky, 
to come here and dictate to me, a 
member of the legislature of Louisiana 
what I shall do.' I asked one of the 
members of the commission if he were 
a member of the legislature, as I was, 
and believed Gov. Packard honestly 
elected, whether he would accept these 
terms? 
And after some hesitation, he 


replied 'No.' This, in my opinion, is 
not a question of compromise. It is a 
question of law; a question of right, and 
1 trust every member of this caucus 
will agree with me to stand firm an J not 
to let President Hayes slip through i 
loop-hole which this Commission in try 
ing to prepare for him. I believe the 
time has come when we can say to 
President Hayes, you were elected by 
the votes of Republicans of Louisiana, 
sealed by the blood of hundreds of 
faithful men, and now forgetful of that, 
and forgetful of even the obligations of 
your high office, you are trying to oarry 
out a bargain mad* by your {advisers, 
who came here with nothing but hon- 
eyed words on their lips, and nothiag 
but praises of pnr matchless fidelity 
while the returning board were canvass- 
ng the vote*. You are crying to carry 
iut that bargain by saying, whilst you 
lad the matter under consideration the 
Republicans of Louisiana gave up the 
ight.

Notwithstanding this mani 
festatiou of displeasure on the part of 
the spirits, quite an audience assembled, 
and tbe Professor was or hand to carry 
out his programme, which he did to the 
delight and astonishment of all present. 
There wis some little delay in getting a 
committee to go upon the stage, but 
finally the following gentlemen were 
secured Mr. Freeley Caldwell, W. C. 
Johns, Esq., Mr. J. G. Shea, Mr. S. B. 
Crissey, Mr. "W. H. Starr and Dr. Me- 
Millen. 


The first performance was the wine 


test, which consisted in taking a pitcher 
of clear water and placing an empty 
tumbler in the hands of each one of the 
committee, and then the Professor pour 
edjfrom the pitcher into each tumbler, 
either wine or water, according to the 
mental wish of the persons holding 
them, the desire not being spoken. The 
wine having a deep purple coler, was 
of course discernable to the entire audi- 
ence, while it was equally appareut that 
the pitcher contained nothing but clear 
water. The wine was then changed 
back to water with the same facility 
which attended the first transformation 


The writing test was next called into 


requisition, which consisted in passing 
slips of paper to the committee, and also 
to several persons in the audience, who 
were requested to wrile thereon some 
question which might occur to them, 
which wheu done, the slips were folded 
and placed in the pockets of the persons 
writing the questions. After awhile 
the lady assistant, with the Professor, 
came upon the stage, and being" blind- 
folded by him and placed in mesmeric 
communication with the persons who 
had written the questions, she proceeded 
to answer several of them. This test 
was one or the most wonderful of the 
evening. 


The rope test wns then brought on, in 


which the Professor performed several 
most astonishing feats. For instance, 
the Professor was securely tied and 
placed in the cabinet with a member of 
the committee, who held his hands firm- 
ly, and upon the doors being closed, 
hands were shown at the cabinet win- 
dow, 
bells were rung, and other phe- 


nomena shown; and on the doors being 
opened the person seated with the Pro- 
fessor declared that he had kept fast 
hold of the hitter's hands, and^they did 
not move 
This test was] used with two 


of the committee. 


Many other things equally wonderful 


were done, which, to describe In full, 
would fill two columns of our paper.

It 
seems that one of the boys of the gang 
held an old grudge against Conklin, and 
yesterday swore that Mr. C put him and 
his comrades up to steal the chickens-, 
he also succeeded in getting another 
boy to swear to the same thing; but this 
morning the other two boys testified that 
the one first named had tried to bribe 
them to testify against Conklin, offering 
them 25 cents each if they would do so. 
These facts and others corroborating 
them, convinced the court that Mr. 
Conklin was entirely innocent of any 
wrong in connection with this case, and 
the matter was therefore dismissed and 
the defendant discharged.
